MORE ON MALUCIDIN 
Dear Editors: 


Several months ago a short article on 
the use of a new biological drug called 
Malucidin was published in Cats’s Maga- 
zine. Since that time we have had con- 
siderable further experience in it’s use, 
and the results continue to be favorable.

Several wrote to say they had cured 
cats and kittens of ringworm and one 
had cured himself, his wife and daughter, 
as well as a cat and collie dog. 

Skin specialists are finding Malucidin 
of great value in treating infections of 
humans. Athlete’s foot, ringworm, and 
many other skin ailments are being cured 
and the itching relieved by Maalucidin. 
Since it is a anti-allergic drug, we may 
expect to see it finding a wide use in 
both pet and human medicine. 

Consult your veterinarian and if there 
is any doubt about the skin disease, he 
will make a skin scraping. If mites are 
found don’t expect Malucidin—a fungi- 
cide—to cure the disease. For fungus in- 
fections, you can expect a lot from it.

highly qualified judges being rated as 
superior, first in their own breed and 
color, then against the other highest 
ranked cats in the show. The All-Ameri- 
can computations show that each met 
and defeated far more cats than the 
second closest male and female. Awards 
for other All-Americars are made by 
the same system, and recognition is 
also given to American Honorable Men- 
tion cats--those who have earned a large 
number of All-American Points, but 
who are second. in their own breed, 
color and sex classifications. 

The longest successive A-A record 
belongs to Tpl. Ch. Elco’s Rudolph who 
has been All-American every year since 
1951. Normont’s Angelique also has 
five A-A’s, and was AHM this year. 
Going back farthest are Gr. Ch. La- 
mar’s Kuan Yin and Ba-Lo’s Queen 
Desira, both 1948 A-A’s with Desira 
adding A-A in 53 and 54 with an AHM 
going to Kuan Yin last year. Quad. Ch. 
Billig’s Patina has four A-A’s starting 
in 52 as did Storm Cloud mentioned 
above. Tpl. Ch. Tommy Orange has 
both 1950 and 1954 A-A’s. Cats with 
two previous A-A’s are Gr. and Dbl. Ch. 
Longhill’s Tres Chic of Flagstone, Dbl. 
Ch. Chirn Sa-hai Ricki, Gr. and Quad. 
Ch. Renee’s Zaca of Kiva and Tpl. Ch. 
Chirn Sa-hai Tabitha, while thirty-one 
others have earned one previous A-A or 
AHM win. 

Individual awards were very well di- 
vided wih Mrs. Blanche Warren and 
Mrs. Margaret Newton being the only 
owners to gain three A-A’s. Others with 
more than one award are Virginia Lee 
Sweem, Mrs. Merald Hoag, Dr. and 
Mrs. .H.-E. Billig, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. R.

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FREE TO GOOD HOME

“Are you the lady with the ad in the 
paper about the cats?” 

“Well, yes, I’m sorry, but we don’t 
have any left.” 

We never have less than a surfeit of 
requests. Twice a year now for four 
years our mother cat, whom we adopted 
as a half-grown outcast from the city 
pound, has increased the happiness of 
the cat-loving population by a litter of 
prancing pets. “Fluffy gold, weaned and 
box-trained,” following on the lead line, 
“KITTENS, FREE TO GOOD 
HOME.” Then our telephone number. 
So reads our semi-annual advertisement. 
Twice we hit the jackpot, when our 
mother cat, who shall be known hence- 
forth as Mama Poo, and two of her 
daughters all had kittens in the same 
week. Five or six each. Making a total 
of sixteen lovely, lively kittens, and our 
four grown cats. That was too much. 
So we spayed the daughters, leaving 
Mama Poo to carry on alone the duty 
of procreation. To this she gives purr- 
ing and industrious assent. 

What kind of people want cats? What 
kind of cats are they? Something 
special? Each litter gets to seem special 
to us, my husband and me, but we know 
that they are not from the reaction of 
some of our friends, who wonder, “How 





do you ever get rid of them all?” But 
we do, and we have a lot of fun doing 
it, in spite of some occasional qualms 
about the “goodness” of a home, and 
the fact that we invariably get attached 
to one or two kittens out of each litter. 
The people who come for them are vari- 
able: children, couples without children, 
bachelors, widows, old people, often 
lonely people. So we look at our mother 
cat and reckon on sixty-nine satisfied 
customers so far; incuding her progeny’s 
progeny, that is. 

The kittens are variable, too, as to 
character. Although Mama Poo produces 
a more or less standard litter: four 
golden ones, usually fluffy, and one or 
two dark, or gray, or brindled. She her- 
self is gold in color. We are never quite 
sure who the father is, although of 
course we try to guess. But the tran- 
sitory he seems to have little effect upon 
the family; he performs a passing but 
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necessary service, and Mama Poo pro- 
duces her standard litter. 

We often say that Mama Poo herself 
is all cat. Short-haired, so that the rip- 
ple of every feline muscle shows, quick 
and silent of tread, wary of unaccus- 
tomed sights, sound or smells, but inde- 
pendent and assured, and fearless in the 
defense of her, young or in the mainten- 
ance of her proprietary rights. Noisily 
amorous during the period of their con- 
ception, once her kittens are here Mama 
Poo watches out for infanticidal toms, 
attacking them with flying claws, fangs, 
and murderous yowls, careless of their 
size. As for dogs, if they insist on tres- 
passing, she rides them to the boundaries 
of our yard, spurring them on from a 
perch upon their flanks. 

Mama Poo, it is obvious, gets great 
pleasure from her kittens. It has always 
amazed us that she purrs loudly through- 
out the process of their birth. From 
then on for several weeks she attends 
them with almost constant purring and 
an expression of mixed pride and foolish 
fondness on her bland cat face. 

We wait until the kittens are eight 
weeks old before we give them away. By 
then they are well weaned, and have 
learned to make their toilets in a box of 
Commercial litter. By that age, too, 
their departure is not too upsetting to 
Mama Poo. She will look for them for 
about a week, but can be consoled by 
petting and by her grown-up cat kin. 
For Mama Poo, we feel that the rather 
short period of anxiety that follows the 
departure of her kittens is more than 
compensated by the great pleasure she 
exhibits in bearing and nursing them. 
Not to mention the fun she has in-be- 
tween families. And we do try to get 
them all good homes. 

One of the adoptive owners that we 
felt best about was a childless widower, 
a sturdy, everyday-looking man in his 
late forties. As he came in, he apologized 
for smears and grease upon his clothes 
as he had come straight from his garage 
where he spends his days and many of 
his evenings. He stood silently watching 
the kittens play, and then selected two 
of them. I picked them up and handed 
them to him, and he started out, but 
turned as if he felt that he owed us some 
explanation for our giving them to him 
Without emphasis but simply factually 





he stated, “I’ve been lonesome since my 
wife died four years ago. With these, I 
guess I won’t be so lonesome any more.” 
Then he left. 

Of course quite a few children come. 
One little tear-stained Mexican girl of 
ten I remember, whose father brought 
her because she had just broken her arm 
that day. Someone in the family had seen 
our ad, and to console her, her father 
promised that as soon as the plaster cast 
was on he would bring her to get a cat. 
She came in shyly following behind him, 
and wiped her eyes once more with the 
back of her hand, but moving slowly at 
the end of the stroke, while in her large, 
dark, and hitherto solemn eyes a smile 
began to grow, as she watched several 
little golden atoms of energy hurtling 
across the floor in furious play. One of 
the atoms detached itself and became a 
kitten, pattering over to look up at us 
inquisitively. The child’s dark eyes were 
shining and appealing now. “May I have 
him?” Somebody put the kitten in her 
arms, and she cuddled it between the 
new white cast and her body. When she 
left, her eyes were soft with wonder and 
immediate love for the furry little pet 
that was now her own. That one, too, we 
felt very good about. 

Kitten and owner are not always so 
well matched to our satisfaction, al- 
though I cannot remember any instance 
in which we have refused if agreement 
has been reached by telephone for some- 
one to come and see. It is not always the 
real would-be owner who comes, either.

“Tips to 
the Novice”

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. . . The goal of established breeders 
and new breeders alike. Yes, A-A means 
everything the name implies, the finest 
in the entire country. Congratulations to 
all the beautiful cats that have won this 
award, to their owners for keeping them 
in the best of health, grooming them to 
perfection show after show, traveling 
many weary miles to distanct cities while 
others are content to stay at home, com- 
peting against all comers in order to gain 
the necessary points to win, upholding 
the standards of American sportsmanship 
everywhere. Those that have gained the 
award are deserving of it for all the 
trials and tribulations they had to go 
through. True, there are many fine cats 
that did not get the award, but a cat 
cannot win by being kept at home. You 
must make a sincere effort to win by go- 
ing to the shows, for it is only gaining 
points from wins at a show that deter- 
mines the eventual winner. For those of 
you who wish to have an All-American 
Cat, I give you an account of my per- 
sonal experience in winning with one of 
my very own. 

To begin with, one must by selective 
breeding try to accomplish the feat of 
coming up with a winner. Mate your cat 
with one that will definitely improve your 
stock. Then after a long wait, the day 
of the blessed event arrives. As you act 
as midwife to your cat, you await each 
and every birth with interest, for here 
and now is when you determine that fu- 
ture winner. A new-born kitten while 
still wet will show up each and every 
feature of type. Keep in mind every rule 
of type and look it over carefully. As 
the kitten grows older it will deviate 
from this form and you will never again 
have as good an opportunity of selec- 
tion as this time affords. 

While the kitten is nursing from the 
mother everything must be done to help 
the mother rear her young. Good food 
and plenty of it must be alloted to her. 
All the necessary vitamins and minerals 
should be fed the mother. In this way it 
will be transferred to the kitten assuring 
a good healthy start in life. After it is 
weaned turn your attention to giving the 
kitten its required nutrients, etc. This 
will help them grow into healthy speci- 
mens. You will be rewarded in your 
efforts by having lovely kittens. After 
about eight weeks it will begin to go 
into its awkward or gangly stage. Do not 
worry about this for later in life the kit- 
ten will return to the type noticed at 
birth. This may take one year, two years, 
or even five years but it will return. 


WHAT ALL-AMERICAN MEANS 


It is wise to begin the grooming while 
the kitten is young. Gently groom the 
kitten at least once a day. This will en- 
able the kitten to become used to this 
chore and it will come to love it later in 
life. Good grooming is an absolute must 
and should be begun in earnest in the 
early fall when the winter coat begins to 
grow. There are many secrets to good 
grooming and in a later article this 
writer will try to explain some of them 
to you. Bathing is of prime importance 
and if also begun early, the cat will be 
used to it and welcome its bath. As 
the kitten grows larger, handle it in the 
same manner that it will be handled in 
the show room. It is a good idea to train 
the cat to strangers for many of them 
will be encountered at the shows. This 
lesson will eliminate situations embarras- 
sing to you, the stewards, and the judges. 

As the kitten grows, be sure to watch 
over its health. At the first sign of 
trouble take care of it immediately. Many 
a future show prospect has been lost due 
to ill health while young. And, beside 
the emotional loss if it should die, you 
have all to do over again. When the 
times comes for it to have the Enteritis 
Vaccine shots be sure that it receives 
them, for this will give the needed pro- 
tection from this dread disease. 

Bye and bye, the show season will roll 
around. You are then faced with the 
problem of entering a kitten in the show. 
Should you do it now or wait until it is 
older? If it is healthy and does have its 
shots, I see no reason why you should 
refrain from taking it to a show. If it is 
older than four months and younger 
than eight months you can enter it as a 
kitten. It must be remembered that a 
win like this is nice to have but it will 
have no bearing on championship points. 
After the kitten has passed the eighth 
month it is now classed as a cat. The 
next step is to enter it in the show under 
the novice class; these wins will then 
count in its pursuit of a championship. 
Here is where a great difference of opin- 
ion arises among the breeders. Some be- 
lieve that a cat should not be shown un- 
til it reaches maturity, say about two or 
three years old; thus at this age it is 
usually at its full beauty. I have been 
a firm believer in starting them out 
early. It may be true that your cat will 
not be as large or as heavy as one that 
is fully grown but it is so much fun go- 
ing to the show and, if one that is more 
mature than yours does win over yours 
do not worry about it. This is one way 
of finding out if yours has the makings 
of a winner. The judges will pass com- 
ments and will be able to tell from this 
what your future chances will be. Of 
course, if your cat does win you have an 
excellent opportunity of gaining a cham- 
pionship or two. An every win will help 
it on its way to an All-American rosette. 

The All-American awards are deter- 
mined from the wins that your cat gains 
at the shows. These are mathematically 
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figured out from the wins and the cat 
gaining the most points in its particular 
class will eventually be the winner. The 
wins of each cat are recorded in a fair 
s’stem to all, checked and rechecked to 
avoid possible errors. 

Basically, one A-A point is given for 
every cat defeated by your standard- 
bearer in its own color, and one point for 
every other class defeated. Thus, a “Best 
in Show” cat who happened to be a Blue 
Longhair would get one point for every 
Blue LH in the show plus one point for 
every class (Novice, Open, Champion, 
and Grand Champion) of every color 
and/or breed in the show. A male cat 
whose highest win was Best Opposite 
Sex Blue Point Siamese would get points 
only for the number of male Blue Points 
in the show; Best in the Silver Division 
would get points for each cat of its color 
plus each other Silver Division class, etc. 
The only qualifications are that to gain 
any A-A points cats must be at least 
Best of Color or Best Opposite Color; 
that Second Best Cats receive 75% of 
the total points awarded the Best Cat, 
and that no cat, no matter how large its 
color class shall receive more points than 
the “Best Cat.” 

Scoring is done by Mrs. John Porter, 
P.O. Box 255, Concordia, Kansas, and 
she will gladly answer any questions. 

Shows are wonderful and it is a great 
pleasure to be there. The problem that 
faces many is how to get there. I have 
traveled to the shows in many ways and 
I will give you what I think to be best. 
The quickest and easiest way is to travel 
by air. The only drawback to this means 
of travel is that most of the trips will 
occur in the winter. It is possible to be 
left stranded many miles from your des- 
tination. In traveling by air you will 
save on hotel bills and you are sure to be 
fresh when you do get to the show. 
Automobile is perhaps the cheapest way 
of all to travel. In using this method one 
should arrive the night before the show 
so as to have some rest before the show 
begins for you will have little chance to 
rest after that. Traveling by coach on a 
train has its drawbacks too. You must 
usually travel at night in order to arrive 
at the show on time. This entails your 
trying to sleep in an uncomfortable posi- 
tion. This can be very trying. It is my 
opinion that the best way to travel is by 
train, but with a Duplex accomodation. 
This will enable you to take good care 
of your cat and also be able to gain that 
much needed rest. It is true that it costs 
a little more but you do save on the 
hotel room and its about equal to air 
travel. Then too, you are almost sure to 
arrive without a lot of worries. 

It is a very good idea to attend a show 
in the presence of one who has already 
been to shows. This will teach you more 
easily the ways of the shows. After you 
are one® there try to learn all you can. 
Be congenial to all, for in this way you 
will make fast friends and one can learn 
many things among friends. Here you

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PUSSYCAT’S PARADISE 


An 84-year-old woman, whose love of 
cats is so strong that she spends most 
of her old age pension, and all other 
funds she can collect, to provide shelter 
for some 300 of the homeless creatures, 
today is seeking new support for her pet 
project. 

She is Mrs. Maude Erwin, who found- 
ed the Maude Erwin Foundation ior 
Cats, now located at 4017 Bonita Mesa 
Road, Chula Vista, California. The or- 
ganization, chartered by the State of 
California, cares for any and all cats 
that come its way. “Pussycat Paradise” 
is a name that has been given the shelter 
by its founder although she is strug- 
gling to provide bare subsistence for 
her 300 pets. 

How did it all start. Let Mrs. Erwin, 
who moved to California from Michigan 
in 1909, tell it in her own words: 

“The idea came to me when I learned 
of the ruthless slaughter of our cats by 
many groups. Why not give them a bit 
of ‘fair play’ for a change? In other 
words, a shelter where they would have 
a chance to live out their God-given 
lives. 

“There is but one source of all lif: 
and cats are a part of that ‘life’ for 
they are God’s handiwork. While they 
deplored the ruthless slaughter of cats 
no one did anything about it until 
I established ‘Pussycat Paradise,’ first 
upon my one home lot in San Diego. 
Then I moved to Pacific Beach where | 
had six lots all fenced with six foot wire. 
Here the cats were kept in large wire 
enclosures with wood houses for their 
sleeping quarters. These were not too 
substantial but they were always clean 
and well cared for. 

“However, some of the neighbors be- 
came intolerant because they disliked 
all cats and they made life quite uncom- 
fortable for me. They petitioned the 
city to grade and pave one block where 
my six lots were located. This was the

final blow for my only income is the 
old age pension which would not permit 
the paying of this huge bill, so, it meant 
flee to the hills to save my refugees and 
the 20 years effort toward my objective. 

“Back when canned milk was rationed, 
I bought a cow and learned to milk 
when I was 72. Finally found two acres 
of sandy soil just outside the city limits 
where I moved my small cottage home. 
The helpers’ cottage and all shelter 
buildings are crude but they give pro- 
tection from rain and wind. A friend 
has left me $1,000 for my cats’ home. 
Another has done likewise, so with this 
I built a large new shelter with com- 
partments all opening into a large yard 
35x35. A play yard 35x75 was added. 

“Soon the entire populace of this dist- 
rict decided it was their opportunity to 
rid themselves of their overload so they 
dropped their cats at my place in bags 
and boxes with no consideration of an 
old lady with the deep love for cats. 
This was an unfairness with which I 
had not reckoned. I cried out through 
our newspapers for help in feeding them. 
The public came to my aid and so I 
have been able to keep afloat with my 
cargo of ‘fur and purr.’ 

“Kind hearts who have a surplus of 
money have responded from time to 
time so even though there are about 
300 to feed, they never go hungry. Three 
women who love cats offered their ser- 
vices, so without salary they are help- 
ing me to keep our charges clean and 
fed. I am now 84 and because of a 
recent fall I am confined to a wheel 
chair, but there were no bones broken 
sO my gratitude is boundless as I keep 
on “being about my Father’s business.” 

“A foundation has been established 
which is duly recorded in Sacremento, 
but if it is to live and grow we must 
have continued and growing interest. It 
is known as the Maude Erwin Founda- 
tion for Cats and is a non-profit corpo- 
ration. 

“All males are neutered. There is no 
breeding and no fighting. They run and 
play in perfect harmony and are given 
into good homes. Females about to be- 
come mothers are tenderly cared for and 
allowed the joys of their babies. I have 
some rabbit hutches made into comfort- 
able quarters for mothers and babies, 
and kittens are given to approved homes 
but never handed out promiscously for 
children to abuse. 

“Yes, my dream is vast and my faith 
in Divine help has been proven again 
and again. The two acres should be 
graded and fenced. I have visualized a 
fountain and statue of Saint Francis. 
Dreams come true. There is need for 
funds to carry on and sincere interest by 
capable people if this work is to become 
firmly established.”

| Do you have a definite opinion in the matter of ‘enforced 
rabies shots for cats, particularly in the smaller cities. 
—J. R. D., Los Almos, N. M. 

What I am going to say is entirely my own thinking on 
the subject, but I believe that most of it will be accepted by 
the majority of veterinarians. 

Rabics will never be eliminated. There will always ‘be a 
reservoir of infection among wild animals, but it can be 
definitely controlled by vaccination of animals. I do not 
know of any area where vaccination of cats has been included 
in anti-rabies legislation. This is probably because the wan- 
derings of dogs are more noticeable, and that licensing makes 
it easier to keep records on dogs. Too, the statistics that are 
available show that there is more rabies in dogs than in cats, 
but these figures are tabulated from the recognized cases. 
How many go without detection is is impossible to say. 

A cat is just as subject to rabies as is any other mammal, 
and hunting being one of a cat’s natural instincts, some will 
get out into the fields where they could possibly become 
inoculated with the disease by being bitten or scratched by an 
infected animal. An animal does not get rabies just by being 
exposed to it. Rather, the virus must be introduced into the 
body by a bite or through an open wound. And even if a pet 
does not run loose, but stays in its own yard, there is always 
the chance that some other animal will bring the virus to it, 
particularly since in the last stages of the disease, wild am- 
mals frequently lose their fear of man and boldly approach 
and attack people and other animals. 

To be selfish about it, think of rabies vaccination for the 
safety of your loved pet and for your own safety and that of 
your children because they are the ones who are with the 
pets the most. 


I feel that rabies vaccination for dogs is most important 
in controlling this disease, but any cat-who is allowed out of 
doors can acquire the disease just as easily and can be just as 

' important a link in spreading the infection on to other animals 

and to humans. 

' My lovely two-year old spayed female is light as a 
feather (four pounds), and only eats about a tablespoon full 
of food a day. I try fresh ground steak, baby food, canned 
foods, raw eggs, red salmon, breast of chicken, and every- 
thing else I can think of, but she just sniffs and eats only 
her tablespoonful. Our vet periodically treats her for pin- 
worms. What can I do? 

—Mrs. L. E. L., Lima, Ohio 

The diet that you have. been trying should certainly please 
even the greatest feline epicure. There’s nothing wrong with it. 
I would suggst giving her a tonic such as beef, iron and wine 
just before offering her food, and also that you add a vitamin 
and mineral supplement to her meals. It would be wise to 
have a specimen of her bowel movement checked by your vet- 
erinarian for the possibility of hookworms, also.

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ENTERITIS HITS 


By Dr. B. G. Leonhardt 


Nobody here in the Philippines gives 
shots for Gastroenteritis and no vet has 
the vaccine in stock nor do any of the 
drug stores. 

I have kept cats for almost three years 
and never had any outbreak of the di- 
sease. Of course I knew that in other 
countries prophylactic shots are given. 
But I hoped somehow that my cats would 
be spared and thus failed to import the 
shots. And perhaps they never would 
have gotten if, had I not brought a half- 
breed Persian named Teddy to the vet 
for castration. That was where the un- 
happy accident happened. 

As I never like my animals to stay out 
longer than absolutely necessary, I took 
Teddy home about two hours after the 
operation. I knew the vets place to be 
everything else but clean. But he was the 
only one in our district and I thought 
it would be all right since I would not 
leave the cat there anyway. 

When we took our poor Teddy home 
he smelled very strongly and he also 
smelled of something else very disagre«- 
able, which I never had smelled before 
though I am very well accustomed to bad 
odors, living for quite some time in the 
Far East. 

Teddy’s little girl friend Wiwi, a six 
months old Siamese immediately went to 
him and licked him clean. He let her do 
it, nestled closer to her and went to sleep 
at her side. The two cats had always 
been inseparable. 

It all went well, until after three days, 
wher. Teddy’s appetite failed and he lost 
interest in his surroundings. He still took 
a little water but appeared to be very sick. 
The wound was healing well, so that I 
was at a loss with an explanation for 
his ill feeling. But nevertheless went to 
the vet again to ask him about it. But I 
could catch only the nurse and found 
out by her that they had only one cat’s 
cage and that shortly before Teddy’s 
operation another cat had died there of 
gastroenteritis. I became at once con- 
scious of the danger all my cats were in 
now and did not even wait for the vet 
but went straight home to work, for 
against gastroenteritis the vets do not do 
very much here. 

I gave Teddy 50 mg capsule of chloro- 
mycetin, which he kept well and forced 
some skimmed milk with glucose down 
into him. The next day he seemed to feel 
better and wert to catch flies, later !e 
started normal eating. But my other cats, 
seven Siamese, were still in danger. A 
mother with three two-week old kittens 
I isolated into the garden, but the others 
I could not find places for. 

The next event was that Wiwi started 
vomiting white froth and later bile. By 
then I knew: they have got it all and I 
had no time to loose. But the five-year- 
old mother cat and her little ten-week-old 
kitten, sister of Wiwi from a later litter 
behaved still normally, and as I had read, 
that nursing kittens are immune against 
gastroenteritis, I gave only 50 mg chloro- 
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mycetin to the mother cat. But I started 
to give them all only meat and liver to 
give them extra strength while they still 
could take food. 

Wiwi fell desperately sick and she 
was unable to keep the chloromycetin in 
her stomach, nor anything else. I tried 
aureomycetin and terramycetin also. 
Then I decided to give C. intramuscu- 
larly, 50 mg twice a day for one week. 
A physician, a friend of ours, did it for 
us. Already after one treatment the 
vomiting stopped, but the cat had lost 
all interest and sat around like half dead. 
Every morning I asked my husband, if 
she still was alive and was amazed-when 
he agreed. 

The physician decided to inject Ringer 
and glucose solution too. 30-50 cc sub- 
cutaneously in both sides twice a day. 
Sometimes one treatment had to be dis- 
missed because the previous injections 
were not yet resorbed and were visible 
as hanging sacks on both sides of the 
cat’s belly. She went now every morning 
into the sun. Better to say, she dragged 
herself around. But she looked a little 
better now and had no temperature any 
more. Still no food could induce her to 
eat. I started then with force feeding 
meat broth and black tea with much glu- 
cose dissolved in it alternatingly every 
two hours from early in the morning un- 
til late at night. The doctor told me that 
in human beings they give Amigen in- 
jections with success in such desperate 
causes, and asked me if I would risk the 
expensive medicine. This we tried now 
50 mg in each side of the skin of the 
belly. Liver injections proved to be too 
painful and without the desired effect. 
Sometimes it happened to go deeper be- 
cause the cat fought now against con- 
stantly being injected, and thus the needle 
repeatedly went deeper then it should 
have. But the doctor said it would not 
make any difference. Already after the 
first shot Wiwi smelled at the raw beef 
meat I offered her, but she still did not 
eat by herself. I force fed her small 
pieces of raw lean beef meat. 

This was already two weeks after the 
outbreak of the disease. Meanwhile Ticao 
and one kitten had fallen ill and had not 
responded to the same treatment and 
had died. Ticao had had profuse bleed- 
ing of all mucous membranes too and 
was hopeless, though she did live as a 
sick cat longer than two weeks. But her 
two kittens, I had taken from her, as 
she could not take care of them any- 
more. They took the small baby bottie 
well and I had them injected with 0.25 
mg chloromycetin, before they showed 
any signs of the disease. They both sur- 
vived. 

Wiwi’s sister also fell ill, but recovered 
within a week with same treatment 
though she seemed to be much sicker 
than Wiwi. But she soon ate again, 
though the mother of them did not get it 
at all.

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Wiwi still was very sick. Sometimes I 
thought it better to let her die and not to 
torture her any longer with these injec- 
tions. But in the mornings she was sleep- 
ing quietly with her friend Teddy, who 
cleaned her and warmed her all the time 
during her sickness.

One day I offered her chicken liver, 
which she greedily took. I had tears of 
joy in my eyes, when she finished all 
two livers and tried very shakily to clean 
herself after the meal. We fed her from 
then on only with chicken livers, for this 
was the only thing she liked to take. 
Even this sometimes she had to be force- 
fed with. 

During all that time she had had a dry 
nose, now it was wet again, and her 
bowel movements were very loose. She 
was contrary to her former cleanliness 
but I soon found out why. Her hind 
quarters were still so shaky that she was 
afraid to soil herself in the box because 
she could not leave easily. Later her 
bowels solidified and she became clean 
using the box as before. 

As you can see, although we did lose 
one cat, I can highly recommend the 
steps we took, where for any reason it 
has been impossible to give previous 
vaccination.

Study the cats over carefully. Notice 
each and everyone. Be sure to look for 
the fine points as set up by the fancy. 
Compare each cat with your own. Do not 
look at your cat through rose colored 
glasses but try to find its faults. It is by 
comparison with the many fine cats there 
that you will learn to recognize good 
type when you see it. If your cat is lack- 
ing in one thing or another, consult the 
breeder of the cat who has what your 
cat needs. Arrangements can be made for 
stud service that may help your stock. 

Endeavor to improve your stock at all 
times, .or those that don’t will be left 
behind. Each year many new cu.'s are 
coming along to take the place of former 
winners and competition is getting 
tougher show by show. 

One sure way to learn much about 
your cat is to inquire of the judge and 
get her comments. You are permitted to 
do this after the cat has been judged. If 
the cat has been found not to be a win- 
ner, you may ask then but if the cat is 
a winner, questions cannot be put to the 
judge until after the finals. 

Remember one thing, that if you do 
not gain an All-American win do not 
give up hope but keep on trying. You 
will gain much enjoyment in working 
towards that end and I am sure many 
pleasant memories will be yours.

For instance, there was a man who 


wanted a kitten as a peace-offering to 
his wife. I suspect he needed one; he 
was pretty well oiled. He swayed a little 
as ‘he stood and cast an indifferent eye 
upon the cats as he suggested that I 
pick one out. He cast a more alert but 
still rather wavering eye upon my busty 
young cousin who was present, and I 
was not sure which one he wanted to 
take home. I worried a little, but de- 
cided that his wife probably needed a 
kitten, so gave him one. 

Some people want them in batches. 
During one of the periods when we had 
sixteen to give away, one attractive 
young war bride took two for herself 
and one for her landlady, and came back 
the next day for two more for residents 
of the same apartment house. There have 
been several young women whose hus- 
bands were either away in service or go- 
ing away, who wanted cats for company, 
and some others whose husbands had 
just returned so that they could set up 
home and hearth with a cat to make it 
cozy. 

As I said before, there are many kinds 
of people who come for kittens. It is 
fun sometimes to try to guess which 
one they will pick. We usually worry a 
little about the dark ones in each litter. 
If they were only solid black or solid 
gray or solid anything, there would be no 
problem, but they are usually a non- 
descript mixture of dark gray and tawny 
or sprinkled with whitish spots. I de- 
scribed one once euphemistically as “dark, 
dusted with gold.” It was a homely-look- 
ing morsel. We were very concerned as 
to whether that one would go. Our first 
caller surprised us that time. She was 
a young woman who enthused freely 
over the gold ones, and laughed at the 
changeling because it was so comical- 
looking. But when it came time to 
choose, she took the changeling, because 
“Nobody else might want it, nor love it 
enough.” And she was a goodlooking 
woman, too. 

Children often take to the homely ones. 
They never explain why. It’s just, “I 
like this one. No, Mama, I like this one.” 

We don’t like to give kittens for 
children under seven as a rule, and we 
weed them out by telephone if we can. 
Children under seven just aren’t old 
enough to take such responsibility con- 
sistently, and unless there is good super- 
vision by mama, it may mean a neglected 
or mistreated cat. There are exceptions. 
Like the rather subdued little girl of 
three, whose mother wanted her to have 
a kitten before the soon-to-come new 
baby should arrive. We thought from the 
gentleness and thoughtfulness and un- 
derstanding the mother showed to the 
little girl that this would be a good home. 

Nice old ladies make good cat owners, 
and we are always glad to get calls from 
them. Of course, most of the people who 
take the trouble to call and come for a 
kitten, already know that they like cats 
and are just looking for one to spoil and 





pet. We often speculate about the subse- 
quent lives of our kittens in the homes 
to which they go. Once in a while we 
hear from an owner who calls back to 
“report”; always good. We can’t always 
fit the kitten to the home as well as we 
would like, though. Some people want 
them cuddly and some want them lively. 
Many kittens are both, especially if they 
are healthy and if they have been petted 
and played with from four weeks of age 
as our always have been. But they do 
sometimes have very distinct personali- 
ties. One little “Rhubarb” we had, who 
spit and fought and tussled, being about 
the biggest and toughest kitten we’d ever 
seen, went to a woman who couldn’t re- 
sist his furriness but hoped he would 
learn to cuddle after a while. 

I’m not too sure either about one that 
went to the home of a woman whose 
husband called for a kitten because his 
wife had stopped work and was at such 
loose ends that he was afraid she would 
have a “nervous breakdown”. He thought 
a cat would occupy some of her mind 
and time. My cousin looked at the ball 
of golden fur that racketted across the 
room to shinny up my drapes. “If she 
hasn’t had a breakdown yet, she will,” 
he offered helpfully.

Cat breeders and others who knew 
Billie Bancroft, Staff writer for Cars 
Magazine, Our Cats, etc., will be sad- 
dened to learn of her death on July 4, 
1955 from a cerebral hemorrhage. She 
could not have been called to higher ser- 
vice on a better day, because she was 
independence and patriotism personified. 

Everyone called her “Billie”; but down 
in Tennessee in the 1890s, they knew her 
as Betsey Lane. Baptized Elizabeth Ava, 
“Billie” came from a_ distinguished 
Southern family, who claimed relation- 
ship with President Jackson. Geneologi- 
cal fans will be interested to hear that 
“Betsey” Lane was descended from three 
other Betseys: Grandmother Crabtree 
(born 1838) ; Great-grandmother Robert- 
son (1817) and Great-great-grandmother 
Houston (1784). Although orphaned 
while a little girl, Betsey had a happy 
childhood and was raised by her grand- 
parents. Her grandfather was a Governor 
of Tennessee. 

By her first marriage, Billie had a son, 
Tom Kelly, who died when he was 16. 
In 1940, Mrs. Kelly married Harold S. 
Bancroft, who died in 1953. “Ban” shared 
Billie’s flair for photography and both 
enjoyed boating and other sports, as well 
as attending cat and dog shows. A horse 
lover, also, Billie in former years owned 
and broke several horses in the grass- 
lands of her native state. 

Because she was a woman of dominant 
personality and strong individualism, 
Billie held a unique position in the feline 
world. Loyal friend, and friendly critic 
both, she exerted much influence. People 
“minded” Billie Bancroft, who could do 
much to help a club, or expose frauds 
and parasites equally well. Those who 
knew Billie intimately (and this circle 
was limited), tell of her great fortitude 
when things did not go well; her abiding 
loyalty to the causes for which she be- 
lieved; her versatility; her devotion to 
her animals and her affection for her 
friends. Enemies she must have had, be- 
cause a woman with Billie’s temperament 
does not need to bow to lesser people. 
But even those who did not see eye-to- 
eye with her had to admit respect. 

A member of the Associated Press, 
Billie Bancroft was a familiar figure at 
cat shows; both to cover them journalis- 
tically and to exhibit her prize-winning 
White Persians from Cloud Top cattery 
at Rockaway, New Jersey. Although she 
cared little for the social round, Mrs. 





Bancroft enjoyed much prestige through 
her inclusion in the Social Register, and 
was a member of the Order of Eastern 
Star, the Woman’s Club of East Orange, 
the Lake Hopatcong Yacht Club, etc. as 
well as the cat breeders’ associations. 
The entire Cat Fancy will be shocked 
at Billie’s passing. It is a privilege to 
write these lines concerning one who 
wrote of so many well-known personali- 
ties of the cat world, some of whom have 
now left us. Those who have tears should 
shed them only because we are the poorer 
by her loss. Those who are relieved 
should remember that the work she did 
for the betterment of cats generally, and 
the exhibiting of the best of them, will 
live on through the endeavors of those 
who had her confidence. Pausing an in- 
stant in the turmoil which is life we 
salute you, Billie, as you rest quietly 
near your beloved Cloud Top, because al- 
though perhaps you did not realize it, 
you were a very great lady.

LENA ROSS ROBSON 

Mrs. Thomas Robson, nee Lena Ross, 
passed away on April 30, 1955 at the age 
of eighty-six. Mrs. Robson had long been 
active in the Cat Fancy, having become 
a member of the American Cat Associa- 
tion, Inc., and serving as a Director since 
1916. She had held the office of Presi- 
dent, and was Honorary President at 
the time of her death. 

Mrs. Robson had also been an active 
member of the Beresford Cat Club of 
America, Inc., and had served the club 
as president. Her Foxboro Cattery was 
known from one end of the country to 
the other for its fine examples of the 
Silver Tabby Persian cat. These were 
Mrs. Robson’s chief interest, and she did 
much to perfect the coloring and type of 
this strain by selective breeding. 

After her husband’s death in 1952, 
Mrs. Robson left the southside of Chica- 
go where they had resided for over forty 
years to make her home temporarily in 
Evanston. After an illness and a stay 
in the hospital it become necessary to 
move Mrs. Robson to a nursing home 
where she had a fall which was the 
primary factor in her death. 

She will be remembered as a woman 
of fine spirit and courageous opinions 
who was thoughtful of others to the end.

Heard the sailors of the H.M.S. Cleo- 
patra, members of the Queen’s Navy, 
almost pulled a Captain Bligh recently. 
The Cleopatra, a cruiser, originally car- 
ried a complement of twenty-two cats.

(In fair- 
ness to the officers, we should say they 
did see that some of the cats were taken 
ashore, to be humanely destroyed, if 
there is such a thing as destroying life 
humanely. Perhaps they were just tardy 
in their ounce of prevention. Prevention 
is so much easier, and three to fifteen 
dollars a small price to pay for it.) 
The crew, determined to save the re- 
maining two, a cat and kitten, appealed 
to the Captain, then to the R.S.P.C.A. 
At last, the Admiralty itself handed 
down the following decision: “According 
to tradition, sailors serving on Her 
Majesty’s ships are entitled to keep cats 
as pets. The complement of two cats 
seems about right for a ship the size of 
the Cleopatra . . . no further action is 
contemplated.”

Out 
came two unharmed kittens.

It was a cold night for 
Mittens, pet of the Dr. & Mrs. James 
F. Ward family, 622 No. 4th St., Taco- 
ma, Wash. Mittens spent 12 hours in the 
deep freeze and lived to mew about it. 
The pet disappeared at dinner time, a 
thorough search that evening did not 
disclose one clue. The next morning, 
Mrs. Ward opened the deep freeze, and 
there she was. She meowed a bit shakily,
